 DC has the oldest standards in the United States, created in 2006. 
 Biggest changes occur in the K-8 grade levels, with US History will be covered in 7th 

grade and 8th grade will have a Civics Course. 
 Review of grade level highlights: 

o K – Theme of Identity with Myself and My Community 
o 3rd – DC History Course including modern era and significant neighborhoods  
o 5th – Foundations of Modern America – Enslavement and Resistance 
o 6th – World Geography - How students exist both locally and globally 
o 7th – US History I: First Nations thru Reconstruction 
o 8th – Action Civics 
o DC History Highlights – Self Determination: Actions of residents advocating for 

their needs through time
